He was at times humorops— 
yes. But his humor is like that 
of Lincoln’s in that it is never 
gratuitously thrown in, but al- 
ways illuminates a point... .

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 24 (Kentucky quarter- 
back Bob Hardy’s knees were on the ground before he handed 
off to Ralph Paolone who ran for the touchdown that beat 
Tennessee Saturday, the Chattanooga Times quoted a “‘reli- 
able source’ as saying tonight. 

Paolone’s 23-yard run gave Kentucky a 27-21 edge, and 
the play has aroused a whirlwind of comment. 

The Times said its informant had seen movies of the 
game when they were shown to Tennessee coaches last night 
and that the play in question had been shown 10. times. 

“. . . Hardy was down on a knee for six seconds before 
he handed off the ball...” the Times quoted him as 
saying. 

‘Hardy, in fact, ended up on both knees before he handed 
the ball off...’ the story said. “. . . It was so obvious it 
was pitiful. The movies on this play were run back 10 times. 
The whole Tennessee team relaxed when Hardy’s knees 
were touching the ground. In fact, Roger Rotroff was standing 
right by Paolone and could have made the tackle. The worst 
of it was that two officials can be seen in the movies stand- 
ing there looking right at the play.”

lowing local school boards to con- 


solidate parts of schools as well 
as whole schools, after more than 
125 persons protested the proposal 
at an open hearing. 

The bill, which is an effort to 
counteract a State Supreme Court 
decision that only entire schools 
can be consolidated under present 
laws, is expected to meet strong 
opposition when it reaches the 


House floor, probably today. 

Opponents at the hearing— 
mainly from Greene, Stewart, 
Macon, Carroll, Heard, Tift and 
Randolph counties—claimed the 
bill would give local boards ‘“‘dic- 
tatorial. power’’ over’ schools, 
lead to ‘‘dismembering of oné 


school to strengthen another’”’ ard 
mean longer school bus rides for 
children. 

House Speaker Fred Hand sup- 


ported the bill. He said failure 
to pass it would leave the State 
School Building Authority and 
counties that floated bonds for 
consolidated school buildings ‘‘on 
shaky legal footing.”

Husband Works Nights; 
Wife Terrified Alone 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: My husband works nights, mid- 
night to 8 a.m., every third week, and I am alone in that period 
with three small children—and the experience is terrifying. This 
has been going on for six months. 


I am a college graduate and 
worked as régistered nurse for 10 
years. In that time I lived alone 
in various apartments, hotels or 
homes, and felt no fears that I 
recall. 

We live in a small house, in a 
quiet suburb, never yet invaded 
by prowlers or problem-charac- 
ters so far as I know. 

I've tried to fathom the rea- 
sons for my fears, without suc- 
cess. Although indirectly exposed 
to the seamy side of life as a 
nurse, I’ve never had to cope 
with danger of assault or inva- 
sion of privacy. Being prudent, 
I've always taken reasonable 
precautions, and I still take 
them; but they don’t allay this 
new, gnawing dread of being 
alone at night. Have ygu any sug- 
gestions? L.S. 


DEAR L.S.: It strikes me that 
your fears are psychological and 
subjective, geared to emotional 
stress, not to physical peril. In 
all probability you are suffering 
depression as a result of too 
much isolation from the main 
stream of society, after a busy 


professional life before marriage. 

Deeply inhibited conflict con- 
cerning your present way of life 
may be a secondary factor fuel- 
ing panic. For example, you may 
feel trapped between love of chil- 
dren and resentment of their 
needs, when you find yourself 
housebound by their care, espe- 
cially those nights when Dick is 
away. 

Herewith my suggestions for 
regaining peace of mind: 1. Pray 
for release from anxiety and for 
inward assurance of perfect se- 
curity. For guidance and support 
in this endeavor, read ‘‘The Ser- 
mon onthe Mount” by Emmet 
Fox; or ‘‘God’s Reach’’ by Glenn 
Clark. 2. Establish cordial rela- 
tions with neighbors, so you will 


feel closer to them in spirit, 
around the clock. 3. Get a first- 
rate watchdog to be kept indoors 
at nights. 


In addition, discuss your fears 
with a competent professional 
counsellor who can explore the 
problem firsthand. M.H.

New Ramie Fabric 
Made at Columbus 


By JIM MONTGOMERY » 


Ever hear of ramie? Probably not, although it is one of the 
oldest textile fibers known. However, chances are that you will 
hear a good deal about this old-but-new source of yarn in the 
future, due to the efforts of one of Georgia’s major textile mills. 


The first apparel fabric in America containing ramie fiber 
produced on a.commercial scale was introduced late last week in 
New York by the Swift Manufacturing Co. of Columbus. The 
‘new’ fabric was developed by Swift in co-operation with New- 
port Industries, ramie fiber producers, and American Cyanamid 
Company’s textile resin department. 


Ramie comes from the stalk of a tall, *broadleafed tropical 
plant now being grown in the West Indies and in the muck lands 
near Florida’s Everglades. It is the strongest natural fiber 
known, having about three times the tensile strength of cotton 
and just under that of nylon. Its other salable qualities are 
numerous. 


Until recently, however, the only methods known for separat- 
ing and cleaning the useful fibers from the stalk of the ramie 
plant required exhaustive hand labor and its cost was prohibitive. 
Discoveries of methods to separate and clean the fiber now have 
made ramie commercially available. 


If manufacturers of ramie and the textiles containing it are 
able to perfect their product further and get its price down to a 
competitive position with cotton or the less-expensive synthetics, 
they could throw a scare into a number of fiber markets. 


They claim this goal is being rapidly approached, but admit 
many difficulties remain to be overcome, notably in spinning 
finer yarns and weaving sheerer fabrics. 


In the meantime, Swift’s efforts are being concentrated on a 
blended fabric composed of about one-third ramie and the rest 
viscose rayon and cotton. Charlton H. Williams, president of the 
Columbus firm, said it now is using between 3,000 and 4,000 
pounds of ramie staple a week. 


A large part of this, he said, is going into a 10 per cent ramie

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3,000 Deaths a Year 
Laid to Skin Cancer 


Ninety-five per cent of all skin 
cancers are curable. But despite 
the fact that ‘they are on the 
surface and easy to detect, more 
than 3,000 deaths occur each year 
from this cause. 

The disease develops from 
scars, moles, and other skin 
blemishes that have 
harmiessly for years but are 
neglected because the individual 
does not realize that they have 
become malignant. ° 

Any sore, blemish, mole, or 
scar that changes or fails to heal 
must be viewed with suspicion. 

There is a long list of skin 
lesions which have been de- 
scribed, at one time or another, 
as changing into cancer. Senile 
keratosis is the most common. 
It is a dry, scaly patch, usually 
darker than the surrounding skin, 
which appears on the exposed 
surfaces of the hands, face, neck, 
and ears of older persons. 

It is advisable to have the. 
family physician check the con- 
dition, especially when the 
patches change spontaneously or 
bleed when the overlying scale 
is removed. 7 

Leukoplakia is the second most 
common precancerous lesion. 
This white, scaly lesion appears 
on the mucous membranes of the 
mouth and steams from irrita- 
tion of a jagged tooth, metal 
band, malocclusion, or tobacco. 

When the scales thicken, crack, 
or ulcerate, the probability of 
cancer is great. 

Moles are usually harmless un- 
less they become irritated by 
friction or injury.

Lea: “It is my opinion that a 
recreation board composed of citi- 
zens in sympathy with a sound 
recreation progfam with authority 
to administer such a _ program 
should be created. 

“The function of a city recrea- 
tion program should be the giving 
of an equal opportunity to each 
and every child and adult to par- 
ticipate. Such a board could pre- 
vent any possible injustices in the 
administering of the program by 
relieving the council of the neces- 
sity for making rules and policy 
concerning any person or group 
participating.’ 

Peppers: ‘‘So long as the opera- 
tional policy of the Recreation De- 
partment meets the needs of the 
young people and their sponsors 
and meets the approval of every 
interested parent and citizen, there 
may not need to be any change in 
the policies or personnel. Policies 
should be carefully studied and 
planned to meet the needs of the 
young people — physically, men- 
tally and spiritually.”’ 

SIDEWALK PAVING 

Do vou believe that Mayor and 
Council should initiate action for 
the paving of additional sidewalks 
in the immediate future? 

Dixon: “I firmly believe that the 


Mayor and Council should take the 


lead in. providing sidewalks in the 
city, especially in sections where 
children are forced to walk in the 
street to and from school because 
of no sidewalks. However, the 
Mayor and Council should allow 
reasonable time and provide a plan 
for the home owners to pay for 
these improvements.” 

Lea: ‘‘Initiation of sidewalk pav- 
ing should be undertaken after’ 
study of need and upon request of 
the adjacent property owners. 
There are some areas that are un- 
safe for school children that are in 
need -of sidewalks. Arrangements 
should be made to lay sidewalks to 
correct the unsafe conditions and 
fair arrangements to finance them 
for the property owners should be 
arranged.”’ 

Peppers: “No, but if on any 
street, sidewalks become an issue 
and a substantial number of the 
property owners express this de- 
sire in writing, then I would favor 
mayor and council taking action.’ I

Do you believe that the cost of 
operating the Sanitary Department 
should be met by the special sani- 
tary tax, or subsidized by other tax 
revenue as is now being done?
